They 
were standing beneath a bright arc 
light and ? he saw them plainly. 
She 
resides in the neighborhood ami knows 
both men well. 


The woman tonight was confronted 
with Thompson and while he was forced 
to admit, that he knew her and that she 
knew him. he denied the story. 
The 
woman denied that a light colored cap. 
which Thompson 
had 
attempted to 
throw away was the one that he wore 
at the time she saw him under tjie 
elecll ic light. 


When asked 
It> he threw the cap 
aw’ay, to wear the one lie had on when 
he was arrested, he hesitated and then 
s aid : 


'•Give ni" until tomorrow-. I will talk 
with you then." 


The pi..a was t a k e n ns an indication 
that Thompson's wa'I of stolidity was 
broken down al Iasi by the strong evi­ 
dence lie had been confronted with and 
the police think he will tell nil he knows 
tomorrow. They expect he will confess 
to a share in the murders, daffy, after

ments have been added at a cost of 
nearly S'ld.niifi. 
The mill today could 
probably he erected at a cost much be­ 
low this figure. 
The mill was owned 
by the Gold & Silver Extraction com­ 
pany. the stock of which was princi­ 
pally held in Scotland. 
The Colorado 
office of this company is in the Mc- 
Pheo building in Denver. 
The Brodie 
ini'! was the first big mill to treat ores 
by Ihe McArthur-Forrest cyanide pro­ 
cess. 
It was built in 1893, a few hun­ 
dred yards south of 
the old French 
mill which was destroyed by fire in 
1S’>5. 
It is understood that the insur­ 
a n c e on the property was hold by B e n e ­ 
dict and (¡ill of Denver, and that this 
insuiance aggregating .fiin.noo. was re­ 
cently cut down. 


From the best information obtain­ 
able. the fire was caused by Ihe blow- 
off pipe in the hack end of the com­ 
bustion chamber, of the boiler, e x p l o d ­ 
ing and throwing the fire from the 
furnace into the boiler room.

intendent TO. 10. Allenbaugh and Engi­ 
neer George Bertling, who were in the 
engine room at the time, had a narrow 
escape from the explosion ar.d fire.

The wom an of wealth, of course, has 
little to consider a t any tii.-.-i save the j 
appropriateness of her wrap or g o w n ’ 
to the season of w earing and Its fitness 
for her style of beauty, or—dare it be 
SEijd—degree of plainness.

Slim m er 
w raps 
for the woman of 
m oderate or lim ited m eans m ay be di­ 
vided into three classes, those to be 
worn during the day, those for evening, 
and, lastly, traveling coats. 
For the purpose of m oderate capacity 
the long black taffeta coat is perhaps 
the best for evening wear, when a han d ­ 
some or dem i-toilette is worn.

All ices 
are im proved by the addition of 
gelatine or the w hite of an egg, 
because it gives body to the liquid. If 
gelatine is used, dissolve it first, then 
mix it in the proportion of one tab le­ 
spoonful to one q u a rt of the p rep ara­ 
tion. 
Scald all together. 
M any people 
claim th a t the sam e result is obtained 
by m ixing the stiffly beaten w hites of 
eggs, two to a quart, w ith the fru it ice 
a fter it comes from the freezer and 
ju st before it is packed. 
Technically, 
the addition of the egg or gelatine con­ 
verts w hat would otherw ise be classed 
as a w ater ice into a sherbet. 
Much 
the sam e end is gained by boiling the 
sugar and w ater intu a syrup th at spins 
a h air before adding the fru it juice.

half dozen lemons, one pound of sugar, 
one q u art of w ater and a heaping table- 
spoonfifl of gelatine will be needed. 
Dissolve the gelatine by first soaking it 
in a part of the cold w ater and then 
stirrin g it into a cupful of the w ater, 
scalded. Add the sugar, the juice of the

H arlequin sherbet affords variety to 
the bill of fare.

of orange juice, one and a half cupfuls 
of pineapple .iui'-e, the juice of one 
lemon and a dash of g r a t e d nutm eg.

Boil together for 
m inutes a quari 
of w ater and one and a half cupfuls of 
sugar. 
W hen the syrup has partially 
cooled, add to it one and a half cupful.; 
of cu rran t juice and one cupful of rasp­ 
berry juice. W hen it is cold, freeze. 


To m ake cream lemon sherbet, use 
a pint of cream , o n e cupful of sugar, 
one and a half quarts of w ater, three 
lemons 
sliced 
thin, and 
the stiffly 
beaten w hites of four eggs. 
Dissolve 
half of the sugar In the cream , and fold 
Into the m ixture the eggs. 
Melt the 
other half of the sugar in the w ater 
and pour it upon the slices of lemon. 
L et it stand for l."> or L’0 m inutes; then 
btrain the w ater from the lemon, mix 
it w ith the cream , and freeze. 
E very­ 
thing should be ready for freezing when 
the acidulated w ater and cream are 
poured together, or 
the

m ay 
curdle. 
e * • 
Frozen red raspberries and cu rran ts 
are deliciously ta rt for a hot day. and 
are easily prepared. Mash a cupful and 
a half each of cu rran ts and raspberries, 
oover them w ith the juice of two lemons 
and a pound of suejar, and let them 
stand an hour or two. Then add a pint 
of cold w ater and freeze. 
* * * 
To freeze peaches, peel, stone and 
m ash the peaches and break three of 
the stones and m ash the kernels. 
Boil 
together a pint of w ater, a cupful of 
su g ar and the kernels for six m inutes. 
Then strain, and when the syrup is cold 
add the peaches and freeze.

W hipped cream on glasses of coffee 
frappe is a 
delightful 
afternoon re­ 
freshm ent. 
Mix four heaping table- 
spoonfulls of fine ground coffee w ith a 
q u art of boiling w ater and a half cupful 
of sugar. 
Cover and let the m ixture 
stand on an asbestos m at on the side 
of the stove for 1 r> m inutes. Strain and 
cool. Then add the stiffly beaten w hite 
of all egg, and f r e e z e .

Tea ice cream is a. favorite in some 
Quarters. 
It calls for a tablespoonful 
of the choicest tea. 
four 
cupfuls of 
cream , the yolks of a half dozen eggs 
and one and one-half cupfuls of sugar. 
Scald the 
cream 
in a double boiler, 
tu rn in the tea, cover and let it. stand 
five m inutes. 
Then strain and when 
it is cold add the yolks and sugar, 
bring it nearly to a boil, then cool and 
freeze. 


Preserved shredded pineapple, peaches 
cut in dice and preserved cherries w ith 
the pits rem oved m ake

toothsom e 
com bination for a fru it ice. 
M ake a 
custard of one q uart of cream , the yolks 
of six eggs and one and one-half cupfuls 
of sugar. 
W hen it is cold tu rn the 
custard into a freezer 
and 
turn the 
dasher until it is about half frozen. 
Then add the fru it and pack. 
L et it 
stand two or three hours.

To m ake pistachio ice cream pound 
and blanch one-quarter pound each of 
pistachio nu ts and alm onds and pound 
them together in a 
little w ater until 
they are thoroughly crushed. 
M ake 
a custard of one q u art of rich cream , 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar, the 
yolks of eight eggs and one teaspoonful 
of vanilla. Remove it from the fire, add 
the nuts, and when it is cold press the 
m ixture through a sieve, and freeze.

poses. He has made Englishmen real­ 
ize that fhe so-called American inva­ 
sion of England is simply capital seek­ 
ing investment under favorable circum­ 
stances. 
It chanced to be American 
capital that. Yerkes, Duke and Morgan 
Sought to invest and that these captains 
Of industry had the power to discern 
opportunities for investing money in 
industries in London that had been 
neglected by English financiers. _ Some 
years ago lie pointed out that English 
capital was poured 
into 
the United 
States and that it was drawn out pre­ 
maturely. 
English capital was wel­ 
come in the United States and no cry 
was made that English capital invaded 
the states. English capitalists made the 
error of abandoning the United States 
for South Africa. But that the Ameri­ 
can field for investment was as great 
as ever and that American promoters 
welcomed capital whether it came from 
home or abroad.

Hoadley presented a scheme for build­ 
ing a tunnel under the river between 
New'York and Brooklyn which has been 
very favorably considered. The tunnel 
will be built of steel and brick. It will 
be operated by a double-track electric 
road, and is to be finished by July, 1904.

attention to it.

Rom an Law and the Puerto R ican 
Codes. 


As regards the system of private law, 
the recommendations of the commis­ 
sion possess a peculiar signiflcanec. 
in Puerto Rico we have, for the first 
time, come into direct contact with the 
Spanish system . 
It is true, that in 
bom Colifornia and New Mexico 
we 
find the Spanish law in foj-ce, but it 
soon gave way to the American system 
and the influence of the Spanish inhab­ 
itants was rapitliy overcome by the in­ 
flux of imm igrants from the east and 
north in Puerto Rico, however, we have 
to deal with a densely populated island 
which, because of clim atic conditions, 
will never attract a large number of 
persons from the north. 
The system 
of law must, therefore, always remain 
in close harmony with the inherited 
ideas and traditions of a population 
essentially different from that which 
we find in the states in the union. 
Both reports furnish ample evidence 
that the commission realized the dan­ 
ger of attem pting to force upon the 
people of Puerto Rico a new- system of 
law which would be certain to arouse a 
feeling of distrust and resentm ent 
in 
the native population. 


It is furthermore evident 
from the 
commentary contained in the report, 
that considerable pressure w'as brought 
to bear upon the commission to sw'cep 
aw'ay the Spanish system at' one fell 
blow, and to substitute for it the codes 
of one of the states of tho union. 
In 
this attitude toward foreign system s 
of law there is involved the most seri­ 
ous danger incidental to the contact 
with civilizations different from our 
own. 
The training of the American 
lawyer is in the common law. 
Little 
or no attention is given to tho great 
body of civil or Roman law, w'hich is 
at the root of the legal system s of 
Continental Europe and of the entire 
South American continent. 
This ig­ 
norance of foreign system s explains 
the feeling, so prevalent' at the bar, 
that any system other than the com­ 
mon law is unablo to m eet the require­ 
m ents of justice. 
We are not always 
mindful of the fact that the Roman 
law exercised a marked influence on 
the development of the common law, 
and that during the last two centuries 
there has been a gradual approach of 
the two system s toward a 
common 
standard, especially in the law of com­ 
mercial relations.— (J^rom "The New

Pueblo. Aug. S.—The now Minncqua 
hospital of the Colorado Fuel ana Iron 
company was thrown open to visitors 
on Wednesday afternoon and evening. 
Between three and four thousand peo­ 
ple called and were shown about the 
buildings. 
A number of guests were 
from distant points in the oast and 
west, among them 
being 
architects 
from San Francisco, Chicago and Madi­ 
son, Wis., in each of which citics new 
hospitals are soon to be built. Nectar 
was served the visitors and the C. F. 
& I. orchestra played a number of de­ 
lightful selections. 
Each caller was 
given a souvenir of the 
Camp 
and 
Plant, the weekly magazine, published 
by the sociological department, of the 
C. F. & 1., and which contained an ex­ 
tensive article by Dr. Corwin on the 
new hospital and over 
^0 
excellent 
half-tones of the exterior and interior 
of the new buildings. 


As the people arrived, each party 
of 12 or 15 wras conducted through the. 
main building by one of the doctors 
of m e staff- No other hospital in the 
world is constructed exactly like, this 
one and no other, it. is said, contains 
so many particularly good points. The 
buildings are erected on a rise of 
ground, on the second mesa and near 
the Minnequa lake. 
The grounds con­ 
tain 20 acres and are beautifully park­ 
ed. The buildings, while of ample size 
for all present needs, are so arranged 
that additions may be made in the fu­ 
ture without crowding the. buildings 
erected or making alterations neces­ 
sary. 
The exterior of the buildings 
is on the Spanish Mission style of 
architecture, being of brick covered by 
plaster and having red tile roof. The 
ward buildings are. 
two 
stories 
in 
height and all rooms are above ground- 
The main entrance is at the top of 
a short inclined driveway which par­ 
ses under a porte-cochere, so that an 
ambulanco may drive quite to the 
door. 
Entering this door, one passes 
through a hall from which by inclined 
planes one may pass to the floor be­ 
neath or to the one above, as the en­ 
trance hall is on a level half way be­ 
tween the two stories. 
By means 
of these inclines, patients can be rolled 
easily in invalid chairs from one floor 
to the other as the planes are inclined 
one foot in every six. 
This makes a 
comfortable passage for patient and at­ 
tendant, q'uitc different from the jar­ 
ring of stairs or an elevator. 
There 
are no stairs or elevators in any of tho 
buildings. 
On entering 
one passes 
first through the executive department, 
on the left of which is the medical 
ward (1) and on the right the surgical 
ward (2). 
Ward three, also medical, 
is directly back of wrard one and is 
connected with it by a corridor run­ 
ning north and south. The ward build­ 
ings run east and west. 
When it is 
needed, ward five will be built in simi­ 
lar manner connecting with corridor 
from ward three. Pack of the surgical 
ward and connected by corridor is the 
surgical'building containing operating 
room, instrum ent room, anaesthetizing 
room, sterilizing room, surgeons' dis­ 
robing room, surgeons’ bath room, sur­ 
gical preparation room, etc. Ward four, 
an additional surfical ward will be 
built, when needed, on the further side 
of the surgical building which will 
then be Jocated between the two sur­ 
gical ward buildings. 
The contagious 
ward is located in a detached building, 
some distance from the main building. 
Here are treated aw patients with com­ 
municable: diseases, with the excep­ 
tion of small pox patients, of whom the 
city takes care. 
In a direct line with 
the fron t, entrance of the main build­ 
ing and reached by a corridor is the 
house department where lue dining 
rooms and kitchens are located. 
Di­ 
rectly back of this but unconnected 
with the rest is the laundry and still 
further back in a straight line is the 
power houge. 
The ward buildings run 
east ana west, so that all rooms have 
eitaer northern or southern exposure 
and the corridors, with an abundance 
of windows tj&ye both 
eastern 
and 
western exposures. By thiB plan the 
direct r'aVs of the sun are avoided in 
the ward* roape, and when a sun bath 


is desired for the patient, he can be 
rolled out into one. of the corridors. 


| 
The entire absence of porches al- 
| wavs calls forth inquiries from visi­ 
tors. 
It is then explained that, veran­ 
das exclude the light and air, and of­ 
ten tempt, the patient to come out. when 
he is still too ill to leave his room. 
Other patients who are convalescent 
jwill sit. or stroll outside, either an- 
I noying t.ho very sic|< one. whose win- 
| dows open on that, part of Hie veranda 
| or offering him such criticism or ad- 
I vice as to make still more difficult 
the enforcement of the nurse's author­ 
ity. 
Small iron balconies project, from 
beneath the windows of the second 
s<ory but these are purely ornamental 
and not. intended for use. A recreation 
ball for those who would be able to 
I frequent a veranda, is situated a short 
| distance from the main building. Here 
I the convalescent, may read, smoko, or 
j talk without annoyance to those in 
! the main building, and yet may be pro- 
! teoted from chilly breezes as the sides 
¡are inclosed with glass windows. 


All the ward rooms are small, con­ 
taining from one to four beds. 
In 
hospitals 
where 
more 
patients 
are 
placed in one room, they aro quite 
sure to disturb each other, since even 
if they all have tho same disease, 
very few will be in just the same 
stage or he ill to the same, degree. 
Small wards also permit classifica­ 
tion by nationality, as well as by dis­ 
ease, which 
is an important, factor 
in a hospital having pa.tients of so 
many different, nationalities. 
There 
are no transoms over the doors, to ad­ 
mit impure air from the other rooms 
or to provide lodgment for germs. The 
window frames and door frames arc 
perfectly smooth with 
rounded cor­ 
ners. offering as little opportunity as 
possible for the germs. 
The joining 
ol sides and floor are all rounded so 
there shall lie no sharp cracks for 
germs and for the same reason, all 
plumbing, throughout the house, stands 
out from ’ the wall a sufficient dis­ 
tance to facilitate cleaning. 
T o 'b e 
able 
to 
destroy 
germs and prevent 
their lurking in any place has been the 
constant care in constructing these 
buildings. 
The floors are of mono­ 
lith (meaning one stone) which is elas­ 
tic to the step and they are continuous 
throughout the rooms. 
Monolith is 
water tight, fire-proof, never cold nor 
damp, will not crack nor become slip­ 
pery. 
Tho monolith flooring extends 
several inches up the sides of the 
rooms, forming a base board, so that 
the floor may be flooded and cleansed 
thoroughly. 
The ceilings, whicn are 
not absurdly high and very difficult 
to clean as in som e hospitals, show 
the beams under the floor above; 
for 
there is no lath used there, the. beams 
being plastered around and leaving no 
hollow 
places 
between 
ceiling and 
floor above. 
It is the intention, as 
soon as it is perfectly sure that the 
walls have settled all they will, to 
paint the rooms with some wash paint 
or kalsomine, in different soft shades, 
more restful to the eye than white. 


All ventilation is supplied by a sys­ 
tem of forcing screened hot or cold 
air into the rooms and exhausting it 
by means of electric fans. 


An elaborate surgical ward is the 
pride of this hospital. 
The operating 
room, with tho exception of ono im­ 
mense window toward tho north, is 
lined, floor, ceiling and walls, with 
heavy sheet lead and has the rounded 
corners which constitute one of the 
distinctive features of tho building. 
The lead has been nailed on and the 
nail holes soldered over so that there 
is absolutely no place where germs 
may lodge and not be readily removed. 
In this room the hose may be turned 
on every spot and antiseptic cleansing 
may be easily accomplished. 
The dull 
lead will not reflect light; so that 
the light coming from but one window 
prevents any confusion of shadows, so 
dangerous in tho work of a surgeon. 
The ceiling of this room slopes suf­ 
ficiently so that moisture condensing 
upon it shall not drop upon the operat­ 
ing table. 


There are no bath tubs in the build­ 


ing. their place being taken by shower 
baths and slabs, for a bath tub sup 
lilies many lurking places for germ s 
especially on the under side. 
It. is al 
most, impossible to always have even 
the inside of a hatn tub absolutely 
( b an.

Hyde says: 


At the Bowdoin centennial the w itty 
chief justice of Maine, John A Peters, 
a Yale graduate, described the differ­ 
ence between a large and a small col­ 
lege by saying that in the large uni­ 
versity’ the student goes through more 
college, but in the small college more 
college goes through the student. 
Tha 
difference is not merely one of numbers. 
A small college, to justify the pralsa 
bestuwed upon it, must be one in which 
‘ practically all the instruction is given 
' by permanent professors, W'ho meet the 
students in the same department year 
after year, and stamp the impress of 
their personality and point of view upon 
them. If colleges which turn over half 
their work to inexperienced young men 
on year appointments, on salaries of 
from $-00 lo $1.000. fail to produce the 
training claimed for small colleges. it 
is not because they are small In the 
number of their students, but because, 
in their haste to multiply courses and 
expand, they have lost wiiat is charac­ 
teristic of the small 
college 
without 
getting the distinctive advantages of 
the great university. 


The principle of dependence Is well 
brought out in an article in Mahin’s 
Magazine 
for August. 
Among other 
things the writer says; 
“We know of 
no object which is independent of all 
other things. 
In fact, the value of all 
objects depends upon the relationships 
which it has to other things. We think 
of things only in their relations, apd 
these relationships fuse and constitute 
the object as we know it.”

ures of an a rb itrary boss are past and we trust forever. 
In the Denver m eet­ 
in g th e fullest and freest discussion w as welcom ed, and sonic even who were 
n o t m em bers of the central com m ittee were given the opportunity to express 
th e ir opinion upon p arty affairs. 
T here w as also exhibited the best of feeling am ong the possible candidates 
a n d th e ir friends.

THE BANKS' ROLL OF HONOR. 
T 


HE ' Roll of nonor" of the N ational banks of the United S tates is a 
table prepared by The New York F inancier from the statem en ts 
made to the com ptroller of the currency, the date chosen being 
Septem ber, the statcm pnts m ade then being puolished in a larce 
vnlume by the governm ent. 
To secure a place on the roll of honor a bank 
m ust show surplus and una.vided profits equal to or in excess of its capital 
stock—that is. assum ing the capital to be one hundred per cent., the profits 
and surplus must, exceed that, percentage. 
In other words, a roll of honor 
bank has on hand, in the form of surplus and profits, an am ount larger than 
its capital. 
A bank's num erical order on the roll is based on the percentage 
of surplus and profits to capital. 
According to the last annual report of the com ptroller of the currency, 
there w ere 4.221 banks in operation, under national charters. 
Of these only 
40n are entitled to positions on the roll. 
This m eans that out. of every 100 
banks doing business less than 12 arc entitled to m ention. 
The First N ational bank of Colorado Springs stands very close to the 
head of the list, being in fact the eighteenth in order, and w as advanced 
to th is honorable position from IH'h place, w hich it occupied in th e pre­ 
ceding "roll of honor." 
This bank stands first in the state and th ere are 
ahead of it only two banks in New York, seven in Pennsylvania, two in 
Texas, two in Louisiana, two in New .Jersey, one in Georgia and one in 
H orida. 
o t these, five in the southern states have a capital of only $60.00u 
each. 


The Colorado Springs bank is therefore clearly entitled t.o first place 
am ong w estern hanks, so far as rank in point, of surplus and undivided 
profits when com pared with capital is concerned, and in this im portant re­ 
spect it is not, surpassed by any bank in the great cities of Chicago, S t 
Louis. San Francisco or Cincinnati. 
It is also notable that the second Colorado bank on the "roll of honor," 
is also located in Colorado Springs, the Exchange N ational bank of th is city, 
w hich appears for the first tim e on 
this 
list 
this year. 
The two other 
Colorado banks m entioned are the N ational S tate bank of Boulder and the 
F irst N ational of Denver. 


The show ing here m ade is very creditable to the local banks and so 
rem arkable as to be worthy of general attention as an evidence of the 
financial standing of this city and the solidity of its banking institutions.

H E coronatiou of King Edw ard Vll. took place yesterday noon in 
W estm in ster Abbey, according to the im posing cerem onies handed 
down from olden tim es, and w ith all the pomp and solem nity th at 
could be arranged for it in the capital of the m ost extensive, and in 
m an y respects, the m ost w ealthy em pire of the world. 
To the extrem e efforts 
o f m edieval p ageantry liad been added the more m aterial features of a 
dom inion extending over Canada, India. South Africa. A ustralia and countless 
isle s of t^jc sea. 
All th is g litte r and dazzling splendor, all this contrast of civilize,] and 
sav a g e display, all th is m ixture of old tim e cerem ony and costum e and modern 
w ealth and com m and over th e pow ers and w ealth of n atu re w ere im pressive 
a s th ey w ere m ean t to be, and they w ere certain to arouse a spirit of pride 
an d loyalty in th e m ind of every B riton present, w hether ho cam e from the 
b a n k s of th e T h am es or th e shores of the Pacific. 
But th e re is an o th e r side to every picture, and it was the w eakness, not 
less th a n th e stren g th , of th e em pire that was on exhibition when Edw ard VII. 
received th e crow n in W estm inster. 
It is inspiring to trace the history of 
one's country b ack fo r a thousand years, and im pressive to rem em ber the 
B im ilarity betw een the acts of 1902 and those when King Alfred the G reat was 
crowned king of E ngland. 
B ut historical continuity has its disadvantages as 
!W«I1 as its benefits, and the B ritish em pire might find it beneficial to rid 
itself of th e m ass of precedent and inherited tradition and to start fresh and 
free as som e of th e younger nations are doing. 
So too it is in sp irin g to reflect that the sun never sets on the flag of 
E n g lan d , and th e presence of rajah s and red Indians and F ijians was a visi­ 
b le rem in d er of th e g re a te st em pire the world has ever known. 
But even 
g re a tn e ss h as its penalties, and com pactness and hom ogeneity and unity of 
p u rp o se and in te re st arc national advantages not to be overlooked or de­ 
sp ised . 
T h ere are those in England, possibly ,-ome w ere present in the coro­ 
n a tio n hall, w ho believe th a t B ritain would be g reater if she w ere less in 
e x te n t of te rrito ry and in unassim ilated population. 
No A m erican need h e sitate to take a special interest, in the coronation 
and to ex p ress h is h e arty pleasure in the event. 
As a g reat national festival 
Df one of tho w orld's g re a te st pow ers, the event is one well w orthy of interest. 
But Great B ritain is one of our best national friends, and circum stances are 
such that ou r in te re sts in m any im portant particulars lie in the sam e line 
with hers. 
W h eth er w e becom e oven b etter friends depends largely upon 
present and futuro events, and every intelligent A m erican should feel an in­ 
terest in B ritish public affairs. 
O ur kinship of blood and language, our common interests in many various 
lines, and friendly relatio n s now continued for m any years and we hope never 
to be in terru p ted m ay properly lead us to join in the wish th a t King Edw ard's 
reign m ay be in full accordance w ith the coronation w ishes of his loyal sub­ 
jects, and m ay be m em orable to all tim e for good fortune to him and to 
them . 


THE RESULT IN PUEBLO.

H e re su lt of tho special election in Pueblo has been aw aited with 
eag ern ess by the politicians of the s ta te as an indication of the 
p resen t political situation. 
It is seldom th at a m unicipal election 
com es so soon before a regular tall election, and it would not in this 
c ase but fo r th e a tte m p t of the Pueblo D em ocrats to retain th eir control of 
th e city, a fte r M ayor W est’s death, w ithout regard to th e law. 
By the tim e 
th e case reached a final decision in the courts several m onths had elapsed 
a n d th e city election w as held on Friday.

The flood w aters, it is believed by com petent 
experts, exceed in volume the supply th a t com es to the plains from the 
m elting of th e m ountain snows. 
E vidently there is much to leara before we reach the lim it of our irri­ 
gation possibilities, but it may be said in our favor th a t we are learning 
rapidly.

English money during t-he past 10 
years has been flowing into South A f­ 
rica.

Blinded by the desire to profit by the 
developm ent in th a t new' world, London 
bankers have closed their eyes to the 
opportunities for investm ent in London, 
E ngland and the United States.

of patriotism , but for the hope of gain. 
B ut the w onderful developm ent in the- 
U nited States w ithin a brief period has 
once m ore a ttracted the attention of 
the London banker. 
C apital acknow ledges no sovereignty 
beyond th a t of its owner.

security for his investm ent. 
He does 
not do so for motives of patriotism . 
G overnm ents are sold daily th a t the 
cash m ay be re-invested in securities 
paying a higher rale of interest. B an k ­ 
ers buy governm ents for their value 
and 
advantages 
not for 
patriotism . 
P atriotism in money 
m atters 
occurs 
only a t critical tim es in a nation’s his­ 
tory: 
P atriotism has nothing w h at­ 
ever to do with American investm ents 
in E ngland or English investm ents In 
the U nited States.

CORONATION OF EDWARD VII

London. Aug. 9. — Edward VII, It. I., 


by the grace of God, of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and the British dominions beyond the 
seas, king, defender of the faith, em- 
peror of India, was today crowned with- 
out hitch or harm and tonight London 
Is noisily celebrating the event for 
which the wor,ld has awaited as, per- 
haps, it never awaited any other cor- 
onation. 


In all respects the celebration was 


impressive and it was carried out with 
a perfection of detail and lack of ac- 
cidents that has rarely characterized 
similar displays. That pride of empire 
which marked Queen Victoria's jubilee 
was lacking, and in its stead there per- 
vaded all classes, a keen recollection 
that only six weeks ago their king lay 
in danger of death and this today pro- 
duced thankfulness and genuine sym- 
pathy for the man rather than adula- 
tion of the king. 
This feeling was 


voiced by the archbishop of Canter- 
bury, when he Inserted in one of the 
coronation prayers the words, "For 
whose recbvery we now give thee heart- 
felt thanks." Yet this did not prevent 
the public from voicing appreciation of 
such military display as the short pro- 
cession gave them a chance to see. 
Military Heroes. 


Earl Roberts, commander-in-chief of 


the forces, was once more the hero of 


• the hour and next to the king himself, 


received the heartiest welcome of the 
assembled crowds. 


"Here comes good old Bobs" was In- 


x-ariably the signal for all the reserve 
power of British lungs to be brought 
into play. Lord Roberts rode alone and 
constantly bowed and smiled acknowl- 
edgment before his greetings.

through which vehicular traffic was for- 
bidden and watched the illuminations. 
The royal residences, the 
clubs, the 


Canadian arch, the Mansion house and 
the Bank of England, the electrical dis- 


streeta were robbed of many of thosn P'ay of which were particularly notice- 
elements that usually accompany a 
great pageant they will long be remem- 
bered, perhaps somewhat tenderly, by 
those who stood on the stands, at win- 
dows and on the sidewalks to nee King 
Edward after he had won, almost from 
the jaws of death, his crown. 


In Westminster Abbey the scene was 
nothing less than marvelous. Nearly 
7,000 members of the nobility, the clergy 
aild the gentry had gathered with for- 
eign princes and ambassadors, colonial 
rulers, Indian potentates and leaders 
from the furthest quarter of the globe 
where the union jack files, to do honor 
to the king. 


Dramatic Incidents. 


Two incidents in the service in the 


Abbey will live in the memory of all 
who witnessed them. The first, which 
almost developed into a dramatic con- 
tretemps, centered . around the aged 
archbishop of Canterbury. From the 
commencement of the service the arch- 
bishop had the greatest difficulty in 
reading or remembering the prayers. 
The book from which his almost blind 
eyes endeavored to read shook in his 
hands and when he came to place the 
crown upon King Edward's head his 
huge frame, towering above the seated 
. king, swayed so violently that the bish- 
op of Winchester had to support him, 
"while the dean of Westminster put a 
guarding hand under the crown. It was 
evident that the archbishop of Canter- 
bury could not see his king's head and 
after groping around, he was just about 
to complete the most important part 
of the ceremony when it was discovered 
.that he had the crown with the back 
to the front. Slowly he raised it, but 
too late to prevent the choir from 
-bursting out with a loud "God save the 
king." Amid a tension that had grown 
to a pitch of painful nervousness the 
archbishop finally managed to place the 
crown correctly upon the king's head. 
*A few minutes later came the cli- 


. max of his feebleness. He was kneeling 
to do the first homage of all the sub- 
jects of the king, when suddenly he al- 
most fainted 
and would have fallen 


upon his 
sovereign's knees had not 
King Edward tenderly, but 
firmly, 


grasped both the prelate's hands and 
lifted him to his feet. The bishops of 
London, 
Winchester 
and 
Durham 


clasped their arms around the areh- 
hishop of Canterbury, the king kissed 
his wrinkled hand, the archbishop's 
head fell back, his feet moved slowly 
and mechanically, and 
thus he was 
more carried than led from the throne 
to King Edward's chapel, where he 


able, were all surrounded by thousands 
of persons, who for the most part, were 
orderly.

Throughout the United Kingdom, the 
cities were illuminated and enthusias- 
tic demonstrations were held. 


The ceremonies commenced with the 


recousecratlon of the regalia. The pro- 
cession of clergy with the regalia then 
proceeded from the altar to the annex, 
all present standing up and the choir 
singing- "O, God, Our Help in Ages 
Past." Preceding the regalia came the 
boys of Westminster abbey, followed by 
the children of the chapel royal and 
the choir in royal uniforms. 


The duke of Connaught took his place 


beside the Prince of Wales in the abbey 
as the procession entered, bowing as he 
passed the prince. 


The archbishop .of Canterbury took 


his seat in front of the coronation chair 
and the earl of Halsbury, the lord high 
chancellor, seatod himself by his side. 
Several minutes elapsed, however, be 
fore the king and queen came in sight

crown on the king's head. In fact, the 
choir started "God Save the 
King," 


while the Archbishop of Canterbury 
was still striving to place the crown 
on the ruler's head, and a great shout 
went up and the electric lights were 
turned on. 


As the acclamations died away the 


clanging of joy bells', the noise of guns 
and the shouting of people outside 
penetrated into the abbey, where the 
king still sat, motionless, his dazzling 
crown on his head and his scepter held 
firmly in his hand. 


After singing "Be Strong and Play the 


Man." and the bible had been presented, 
the king advanced and knelt while he 
received the 
benediction. 
He 
then 


walked to the great throne, where he 
stood on the dais for the first time, sur- 
rounded by nobles. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury followed, the 
king being 


obliged to stand while awaiting the ar- 
rival of the archbishop. Having placed 
the king into his new throne the arch- 
bishop knelt and paid homage, the 
oged prelate scarcely being able to rise 
until the king assisted him and himself 
raised the archbishop's hands from the 
steps of the throne. The archbishop, 
who seemed to be in a faint, had to 
practically be carried to the altar. The 
incident created considerable excite- 
ment and several prelates rushed for- 
ward to help the primate. 


The next person to pay homage to his 


majesty was the Prince of Wales', who 
knelt until King Edward held out his 
hands, which he kissed, after touching 
the crown as a sign of fealty. 
The 


Prince of Wales then started to re- 
turn to his seat, when the king drew 
him back and put his armo around him 
and kissed him. After this the king 
once more gave the prince his hand, 
this time to shake, and the hearty vigor 
of King Edward's grasp showed that 
his hand at any rate, hud not lost Its 
strength. 


The Duke of Norfolk, as Earl Mar- 


shal, accompanied by representatives of 
each grade of the nobility, read the oath 
beginning: "I, duke or earl, etc., do 
become your liege man of 
life 
and 


limb," etc. The respective representa- 
tives next touched the crown and kissed 
the king's cheek, the Duke of Norfolk 
being the only peer to read the oath. 
This portion of the service was consid- 
erably shortened. 


The queen then rose, and, accompan- 


ied by her entourage, proceeded to the 
altar steps, where under a pall of cloth 
of gold, she was quickly crowned by 
the archbishop of York, supported by 
the bishops. She was then led to the 
throne beside that in which the king 
sat, and her enthronization was accom- 
plished. 


The queen bowed to King Edward, 


and both walked to the altar and re- 
ceived the communion, after delivering 
their crowns to the lord chamberlain 
and another officer. The pages, while 
their majesties knelt, still held the 
magnificent long train with the rest of 
the nobles present kneeling. The rest 
of the spectacle was impressive and 
was made more brilliant by the electric 
light. 


By a great effort the archbishop of 


Canterbury was enabled to conclude 
the service and the king ank3 queen re- 
paired to St. Edward's chapel. Neither 
of their majesties 
returned to their 
thrones after the communion, but re- 
mained at the altar. The service, which 
was completed with the singing of the 
te deum, was brought to a close with- 
out a hitch. The king exhibited no out- 
ward traces of fatigue. 


During his long career on the bench of 
the supreme court.

Judge Gray 
was always an ardent Republican. Like 
his successor In office, he was chief 
justice of the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts before his appointment to the 
United States supreme court.

He was admitted to the Suffolk 


bar in 186T and after.wards began active 
practice of law with his only brother, 
Edward Jackson Holmes. On Decem- 
ber S, 18S2. Governor Long appointed 
him an associate justice of the supreme 
judicial court in Massachusetts in place 
of Judge Otis P. Lord, resigned. On 
July 2S, 1899, the late Governor Wolcott 
appointed him chief 
justice 
of 
the 


Massachusetts supreme court to succeed 
Hon. 
Walbridge A. Field, deceased. 


Judge Holmes, In addition to his emi- 


nence in law matters 
has 
achieved 


prominence as a writer and lecturer on 
legal subjects upon which In many In- 
stance he is recognized authority. At 
Harvard university he taught consti- 
tutional law In 1870 and 1871 and was 
university lecturer on Jurisprudence In 
1871 
and 1872. He received the degree 


of LL. D. from Tale and from Har- 
vard in 1895.

majesty palpably dreaded that the king 
would break down. With keen anxiety 
she constantly turned toward her hus- 
band, watching him intently through 
the ceremony. Her graceful dignity 
arid solicitude for King Edward was one 
of the most charming features of the 
proceedings. Her majesty's appearance 
won extravagant encomiums, especially, 
from the -women, many of whom de- 
clared that Queen Alexandra did not 
look a day over 35. 
The Queen's Crowning 


The queen's own crowning was brief 
and simple.

waited patiently, the organ ceased and 
then resumed, there was another fan- 
fare of trumpets, another chorus of 
"Vivats," and King Edward appeared 
and walked to his chair In front of the 
throne, bowing to the 
queen as he 


passed, and then knelt down in prayer. 
After removing his somewhat unbecom- 
ing cap, his majesty stood up and the 
archbishop of Canterbury, In a trem- 
bling voice, read the recognition, be- 
ginning: 
"Sirs, I here present unto you King 


Edward, the 
undoubted king of this 


realm," etc. Then there was a hoarse 
shout and the blending of the choir and 
the people, women and men, in the 
cry, "God save King Edward." Several 
times this was repeated and the abbey 
rang with loud fanfares. 


Again the king and queen knelt and 


the archbishop of Canterbury walked 
to the altar and commenced the com- 
munion. While the gospel was being 
read the king stood erect, supported on 
each side by the bishops In their heav- 
ily embroidered capes. 
During the 


Kinging of the creed all the members of 
the royal family turned eastward. Both 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra fol- 
lowed the service carefully, frequently 
looking at the copies of the service 
which they held in their hands. 


The administration of the oath fol- 


lowed. Standing before the king's chair, 
the archbishop asked: "Sir, is your ma- 
jesty willing to take the oath?" 


The king answered in firm, strong 


tones: "I am willing," etc., his replies 
being easily heard high up In the tri- 
form near the roof. Then the inkstand 
was brought and the king signed the 
oath. He did not advance to the altar, 
but sat In the chair he had occupied 
since the service began.

JUSTICE GBAY HAS RESIGNED. 
By Associated Press. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., Aug. 11.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt late this afternoon an- 
nounced that he had appointed Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, chief justice of the 
supreme court of Massachusetts to be 
an associate justice of the supreme 
court of the United States vice Justice 
Gray, resigned. 
The resignation of Justice Gray was 


due to ill health. Several months ago 
he suffered a stroke of apoplexy which 
some time later was followed by an- 
other. 
He has not appeared on the 


bench since he was stricken the first 
time. His advanced age, 74 years, told 
against his recovery with serious force. 
Realizing that he probably never would 
be able to assume the place which he 
so long had filled with distinguished 
ability and honor, he decided a short 
time ago to tender his resignation,to 
the president. With the exception ot 
Justice Harlan he had served upon the 
bench of the United States 
supreme 


court longer than any of his colleagues. 
He was appointed an associate jus- 
tice by President Arthur, December 19, 
1881, 
his service extending, therefore, 


through a period of nearly 21 years. 


Judge Holmes, whom the president 


has selected as Mr. Justice Gray's suc- 
cessor Is one of the most distinguished 
lawyers and jurists of Massachusetts. 
His career on the bench particularly 
as chief justice of the Massachusetts 
supreme court has attracted wide at- 
tention. Like Justice Gray he is a na- 
tive of Massachusetts. He is a son and 
namesake of the late Dr. Holmes, the 
poet and essayist. 


Washington, Aug. 11.—Justice Gray's 


resignation was not Altogether unex- 
pected. It was recognized that he would 
be unable to resume his duties on the 
bench and the general impression was 
that he would resign at or before the 
beginning of the next term of court 
in October. His successor, it is said, 
will not take his place on the bench 
until after his confirmation by the sen- 
ate. 
This is the unwritten practice In 


the case of appointment to the supreme 
court. 
Justice Gray has been at Nahant, 


Mass., his summer home for some time. 


I shall continue to advocate with 
tongue and pen reforms which 
I believe to be necessary."

Trinidad, Aug. 7.— A most 'disastrous 


explosion occurred this evening at 6:30 
o'clock at No. 3 mine at Bowen, a 
small camp about 10 miles north of this 
place in which 13 lives are known to 
have been lost. The exact number of 
men working the 'night shift and In the- 
mine at the time of the explosion is 
unknown. The mine is worked by the 
Union Coal company Of Denver and is a 
slope mine, situated on the mountain 
side and about 400 yards from the tip- 
ple below. 
The explosion occurred about 800 feet 


from the mouth of the slope and was 
caused by firedamp. Immediately af- 
ter the night shift had started in the 
slope a terrific explosion occurred, en- 
tirely filling the mouth of the slope and 
shaking buildings and breaking win- 
dows for a mile around. Owing to the 
mouth of the slope being filled the res- 
cuers were delayed for some time but 
they finally succeeded In reaching part 
of the men through an old slope and 
eight dead 'bodies were quickly brought 
to the surface. 
The mine Is filled with gas 
and 


smoke and the rescuers are afraid of 
afterdamp and unable to stay in the 
mine but for a short time. Mothers, 
wives and children of the dead and Im- 
prisoned miners are almost crazed with 
grief and the scene presented at the 
mouth of the mine Is a most pathetic 
one.

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WEEKLY CROP 


BULLETIN 


(United States Department of Agri- 


culture, Climate and Crop Bulletin of 
the Weather Bureau, Colorado Section, 
'or the week ending Monday, August 11, 
1002.) 


Denver. Aug. 12.—The mean temper- 
atures have been somewhat above the 
seasonal average on the western slope 
and In San Lute park, and from 1 to 3 
degrees below normal on the eastern 
slope. 


For the week ending Monday morning 


no rain was reported from the western 
slope and only light local showers 
rom San Luis park and the northeast- 
TII quarter of the state. More favor- 
able conditions, however, have ob- 
ained south of the Arkansas-Platte dl- 
,'lde, especially along the Arkansas, 
md in Ouster, Huerfano and the west- 
ern part of Las Animas county. In 
hese districts the rainfall, which oc- 
curred during the opening days, was 
veil distributed and copious. 


Since the above was written benefi- 
cial rains have fallen in the western 
counties. 


The rain? have effectually relieved the 
drought and improved the water sup- 
)ly over the southeastern quarter of 
:he state. Late crops have been bene- 
Ited, and a marked improvement in the 
condition of the range seeme assured. 
In other sections, where the showers 
lave.been generally light and scattered, 
no material chanse in the condition of 
crops has occurred. Potatoes and corn 
are suffering from the drought, espe- 
cially in the Clreeley district, where the 
opinion prevails that the yield of these 
staples will be much below average. 
Harvesting and thrashing of wheat and 
oats are still In progress, with only fair 
returns. Cutting of the second crop of 
alfalfa is not finished. Cantaloupes are 
ripening In 
4 the Arkansas valley. Large 
shipments of fruit continue on the west- 
ern slope.

E. A. HICKS DECLARED 
INSANE BY THE COURT. 


'If I had a club I'd throw it through 
the window and kill you," is what aged 
E. A. Hicks was alleged to have said 
to his wife, partner of his joys and sor- 
rows for many years, Tuesday night, 
and it resulted In him being arrested 
and placed on trial in the county court 
yesterday before Judge Orr and a-jury 
of six upon a charge of insanity. 
Hicks Is not only an old man but he 


Is a paralytic and can move about only 
in a rubber tired chair. He Is of pow- 
erful physique, however, ->nd sat as 
upright and attentive during the trial 
as a man of half his years. Hicks has 
for a long time, largely through the me- 
dium of his wife, conducted a small 
grocery store on South Tejon. He be- 
came paralyzed about a year ago and 
since then, according to the testimony, 
has been totally dependent, so far as 
care is concerned, upon his wife, who 
also attended to the store. 
His wife and his brother were, how- 
ever chief /witnesses against the old 
man and expressed their firm belief that 
he Is mentally deranged. They accused 
him of being Jealous of his wife and all 
the time the old fellow sat, erect and 
stiff and eyed them without a tremor 
of emotion. It was a decidedly pathetic 
scene to the few'spectators, most of 
them being men who had known Hicks 
in his better days. The old gentleman's 
relatives were affected more than any- 
one else, particularly Mrs. Hicks, but 
they seemed firm in the belief that they 
were doing the best thing. 
The jury decided that he was insane 


to such an extent that he needed re- 
straint and he was committed to the 
injifthe asylum at Pueblo. He was tak- 
en there last: night in a baggage car. 
as it would have been impossible to 
get him Into an ordinary passenger 
coach.

Before the Civil war, the principal 


wealth of the south was In her negroes 
and her rich lands, with which she made 
arge and valuable crops of cotton and 
sraln. When the war ended, the ne- 
jroes were free, • which reduced the 
ands from $50 and $75 per acre to $5 and 
110. 
Every available mule and horse 


lad been voluntarily put In the service 
of the army, and all of her cattle, hogs 
md sheep had been devoted to feeding 
ler soldiers; so that every available 
resource which she had, had been swept 
away, and many of her homes reduced 
to ashes. But her people were not at 
all dismayed, they rose to the emer- 
gency and went to work as best they 
ioiild, to recuperate their shattered for- 
tunes; and in a few years were again 
on their feet. They soon found out that 
they must resort to other means than 
making cotton and corn as they had 
formerly done: that they must develop 
the hidden mineral resources of their 
country, which hitherto had been ne- 
lected, and turn their attention more 
to manufacturing their cotton and other 
Droducis. By small ijegrees, at first, 
they commenced to open up their rich 
veins of iron ore and coal, and show to 
capital and skilled labor their enormous 
mineral wealth. It was not long until 
capitalists realized the vast opportuni- 
ties which they had to make fortunes 
in the south, which they soon took ad- 
vantage of, and came with their money, 
and afterwards with their families, who 
were welcomed by our people. Their 
friends saw the great success which 
those pioneers 
were making in the 
south, which Induced many others to 
cast tlielr fortunes with us. 
In the 


meanwhile cotton factories were erected 
to work up.the raw material alongside 
the cotton fields, which saved the cost 
of transportation of the cotton to New 
England, to be manufactured there. 
The statistics show that a very large 
proportion of our cotton IH now being 
manufactured at home, where the clim- 
ate is jnlld, living for operatives is 
cheap, fuel in great abundance,, and 
very, low In price as compared with Us 
cost in the New England states. These 
cotton factories pay yearly dividends 
as high as 25 and 30 per cent.'owing to 
the great natural advantages 
which 
they possess. The south will soon be 
the real home of the cotton factory. 
The soilth Is not only building up her 
waste places, and developing her enor- 
mous wealth, but she in turning her 
attention to educating her people, both 
white and'black. She is now, in all 
the states, devoting almost one-half of 
her tax 'revenues towards erecting 
school houses, for free schools in every 
school district, which gives every child, 
white or black, an opportunity to ac- 
quire an education. 
Her railroad development in the last 


20 years has been marvelous. Two of her 
greatest systems. 
Iho Louisville and 
Nashville railroad and the "Southern" 
railroad have recently come under the 
control of that great flnmicler, J. Pler- 
pont Mogan, and the stock is selling on 


the exchange at over SUP per share. 


As a striking illustration of the in- 


dustrial expansion of the wuth, we 
call attention to the phenomenal growth 
of the Birmingham district, within the. 
last IS or 20 years. 


Birmingham is situated in Jefferson 
county. Aln.. near the 
middle of a 


beautiful, fertile 
and healthy valley, 
about five miles wide, and ."0 miles long; 
with Red mountain two miles to the 
south, r.Ci'J font high, and 30 miles IOIIR: 
which is a mass of red hcmetllc fossil- 
iferous iron ore. practically inexhaust- 
ible, and carries from 40 to 5-1 per rent, 
pure metallic Iron. To the north of the 
city arc the Warrior coal fields, about 
30 miles wide and 60 miles long, which 
contain three distinct veins of very ex- 
cellent bituminous coal, meafiiirtng from 
three to ten feet in thickness. This 
makes a very fine coke, quite low In sul- 
phur, which makes It admirably adapt- 
ed'to the manufacture of pig iron, tlir 
coke being as good us the celebrated 
Connellsvllle coke of Pennsylvania, or 
the Pocahontas of Virginia. In the val- 
ley between the iron ore and the eo-.il 
lies the greatest abundance of fine lime- 
stone and dolomite, containing about 
88 per cent, of pure carbonate of lime, 
which Is extensively used as a flux in 
making pig iron. So that the Birming- 
ham district has the iron ore, the coal, 
the limestone and dolomite within a 
radius of six miles from its furnaces, 
which enables them to make the cheap- 
est iron in the world. Iron has been 
made and sold there at $6 per ton at a 
profit. 


Ill 1872. the South and North Ala- 
bama railroad (now a part of the great I 
Louisville and Nashville system) wan j 
completed from Montgomery to Decatur, 
Ala., and the Cincinnati Great Southern 
railroad was, about the same time, com- 
pleted from Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
and Birmingham was at that time laid 
out where the railroads crossed each 
other, by six or eight 
persons, who 


bought 4,000 acres of land In the valley, 
and located the town In the'center. The 
land when purchased by Ihem In 1872 
was cotton and corn fields, for which 
they paid $100,000 and capitalized It for 
that amount; they afterward increased 
the capital stock to $200.000 of the par 
value of $100 per share. They then laid 
out the city and sold a number of cen- 
tral lots on reasonable terms, jind soon 
capital commenced coming in to begin 
the manufacture 
of pig Iron. Some 


parties from Louisville and Cincinnati 
erected two large blast rurniiccs at Ox- 
moor, near the city, and commenced 
to make charcoal pig iron. They ex- 
pended about $1,000.000 on this enter- 
prise, and after npni-allng it for three 
or four years made a disastrous failure, 
owing to the fuel that the wood used 
by them to make the 
Iron 
was 


mountain pine, and was not suited for 
the purpose; besides, the price of pig 
iron during those years was very low, 
so this enterprise wan practically rinini- 
doned. Shortly thereafter they bought 
Inrge trncts of coal and limestone hinds 
near by, at very low prices, us the mak- 


ing tit' iron there was. then looked upon 
:is a failure, anrl ttin stock of the Bir- 
mlnghum Land company, then called 
the TCIyton t.iinrl company, luid declined 
from $10" per share in $17. and Birming- 
ham was rpgiirrled as n dismal failure, 
and many of her few citizens sold out 
their properly and mow 1 away. 


About this time the Oxmoor furnape 
properly changed hnnds at a low price, 
and the new parties went In work and 
put up some coke ovens, and demon- 
strated the very Important fact that 
the coal In the district would 
make 


Mrst--i.-la.sH coke for manufacturing ptg 
iron. This sent a 1 In-ill of joy and con- 
fidence throughout the entire dls.trict, 
and capital commenced to pour in from 
all c|iiarters for the purpose of building 
furnaces, rolling' mills, etc. In a very 
few years city property went up from 
about $10 per front foot to SijOO per foot; 
and the Klyton Land company stock 
went from ?17 per share to $4000 per 
share. The city begun to build up In 
every direction with handsome brick 
stores, residences and churches. In the 
meantime sevcrul other railroads had 
come Into the town, a street cur sys- 
tem was. built, and many other enter- 
prises were put in successful operation. 


Then i-nme the panic of 1S93. which 
caused great depression there as else- 
where throughout the 
United States.

Undeveloped Coal Land in British 
Columbia. 


The coal fields in the Nicola valley, 


South from the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way's main line about 45 : miles; are 
probably the most important of the 
undeveloped coal areas in British Co- 
lumbia, but owing to lack of transpor- 
tation, sufficient development has not 
yet been done to open up a shipping 
colliery. The same reason is respon- 
sible for lack of development In the. 
coal areas 
in Otter flat between 
Granite creek and the Tulameen river, 
as well as those on the Slmilkameen 
river. A geological survey might re- 
sult in demonstrating that all of these 
last mentioned coal fields originally be- 
longed to the same field, but that very 
extensive areas of the cretaceous rocks 
have been removed 
by erosion and 
denudation, 
following the eruptive 
action which upheaved the underlying 
strata,, and today only those metamor- 
phic and igneous rocks remain exposed, 
which form the mountain chains and 
separate the 'various occurrences of the 
coal measures from each other. The 
building of railroads into this section 
of British Columbia will 'result In the 
development of these coal areas, as well 
as the other 'mineral resources, which, 
judging frotn the results following the 
Work of the prospectors, cover an ex- 
tensive area and possess great possi- 
bilities and value.—(Mines and Miner- 
als, for August, by W. M; 'Brewer.

UGGESTIONS for the preparation 


of wiarm weather desserts will 
be acceptable Just now. All ices 
are Improved by the addition of 
gelatine or the white of an egg, 


because it gives body to the liquid: If 
gelatine Is used,-dissolve it first, then 
mix It In the proportion of one table- 
spoonful to one quart of the prepara- 
tion. Scald all together. Many people 
claim that the same result is obtained 
by mixing the stiffly beaten whites of 
eggs, two to a quart, with the fruit ice 
after it comes from the freezer and 
.lust before .it is packed. Technically, 
the addition of the egg or gelatine con- 
verts what would otherwise be classed 
as a water ice Into a sherbet. Much 
the same end Is gained -by boiling .the 
sugar and water into a syrup that spins 
a hair before adding the fruit juice. 
* • * 


To make a plain lemon sherbet, a 


half dozen lemons, one pound of sugar, 
one quart of water and a heaping table- 
spoonflfl of gelatine will be needed. 
Dissolve the gelatine: by first soaking it 
In a part of the cold water and then 
stirring it into a cupful of the water, 
scalded. Add the'sugar, the juice,of the 
lemons, the rest • of 
the water, and 


freeze. 


Harlequin sherbet affords variety to 


the bill of fare. 
Boil together for 12 
minutes a pound of sugar and a. pint 
of water. Then remove from the fire, 
and-pour the' syrup over* half cupful 
of -seeded and, chopped raisins. When 
the mixture is cold," add half a- cupful 
Of orange juice,-one,and a. half cupfuls 
of pineapple juice, the juice of one 
lemon and a dash of grated nutmeg. 
When the sherbet is nearly frozen, take 
out the dasher and stir in the stiffly 
beaten whites of three eggs, pack and 
leave'for two or three hours to ripen. 


The blended. Juices of currants and 


raspberries, make a delicious sherbet. 
Boil together for 20 minutes a 'quart 
of water and one and a half cupfuls of 
sugar. When the syrup has partially 
cooled, add to It one and a half cupfuld 
of currant juice and one cupful of rasp- 
berry juice. When it is cold, freeze.

To make cream lemon sherbet, use 


a pint of cream, one cupful of sugar, 
one and a half quarts of water, three 
lemons 
sliced 
thin, and 
the stiffly 


beaten whites of four eggs. Dissolve 
half of the sugar In the cream, and fold 
Into the mixture the eggs. Melt the 
other half of the sugar In the water 
and pour'it upon the slices of lemon. 
Let it stand for 15 or 20 minutes; then 
strain the water from the lemon, mix 
it with the cream, and freeze. Every- 
thing should be ready for freezing when 
the acidulated water and cream are 
poured together, or the latter 
may 


curdle.

Frozen red raspberries and currants 


are deliciously tart for a hot day, and 
are easily prepared. Mash a cupful and 
a half each of currants and raspberries, 
cover them with the juice of two lemons 
and a pound of sugar, and let them 
stand' an hour or- two. Then add a pint 
of cold water and freeze. .

To frefeae^'peaches. -peel, stone and 
mash the peaches and break three of 
the stones and mash the kernels.

As regards the system of private law, 


the recommendation's of the commis- 
sion possess a peculiar significance. 
In Puerto Rico we have, for the first 
time, come into direct contact with the 
Spanish system. It is true, that in 
botn Colifornia and New Mexico . we 
find the Spanish law in force, but:,it 
soon gave way to the American system 
and the influence of the Spanish inhab- 
itants was rapidly overcome by the in- 
flux of immigrants from the east and 
north in Puerto Rico, however, we have 
to deal with a densely populated island 
which, because of climatic conditions, 
will never attract a large number of 
persons from the north. The system 
of law must, therefore, always remain 
in close harmony with the inherited 
ideas and traditions of a population 
essentially different from that which 
we find in the states in the union. 
Both reports furnish ample evidence 
that the commission realized the dan- 
ger of attempting to force upon the 
people of Puerto Rico a new system of 
law which would be certain to arouse a 
feeling of distrust and resentment in 
the native population. 


It is furthermore evident from the 


commentary contained in tho report, 
that considerable pressure was brought 
to bear upon the commission to sweep 
away the Spanish system at one fell 
blow, and to substitute for it the codes 
of one of the states of tho union. In 
this attitude toward foreign systems 
of law there is involved the most seri- 
ous danger incidental to the contact 
with civilizations different from our 
own. Tho training of the American 
lawyer is in the common law. Little 
or no attention is. given to the great 
body of civil or Roman law, which is 
at the root of'the legal systems of 
Continental Europe and of the entire 
South American continent. This ig- 
norance of foreign systems explains 
tlje feejing, so prevalent at the bar, 
that any system other than tho com- 
mon law is unable to meet the require- 
ments of justice. Wo are not always 
mindful of the fact that the Roman 
law exercised a marked influence on 
the development of the common law, 
and that during the last two centuries 
there has been a gradual approach of 
the two systems toward a 
common 


standard, especially in the law of com- 
mercial relations.— (From "The New 
Puerto Rican Law Codes," in tue Amer- 
ican' Monthly Review of Reviews for 
August.

water tight, fire-proof, never cold no 
damp, will not crack nor become slip 
pery. The monolith flooring extend 
several inches up the sides of the 
roomi, forming a base board, so tha 
the floor may be flooded and cleanset 
thoroughly.

All ventilation is supplied by a sys- 


tem of forcing screened hot or cold 
air into the rooms and exhausting it 
by means of electric fans.

Tho operating 


room, with the exception of one- im- 
mense window toward the north, is 
lined, floor, ceiling and walls, with 
heavy sheet lead and has the rounded 
corners which constitute one of the 
distinctive features of the building. 
The lead has been nailed on and the 
hail holes soldered over so that there 
is absolutely no place where germs 
may lodge and not be readily removed. 
In this room the hose may be turned 
on every spot and antiseptic cleansing 
may be easily accomplished. The dull 
lead will not reflect light', so that 
the light coming from but one window 
prevents any confusion of shadows, so 
dangerous in the work of .a surgeon. 
The ceiling of this room slopes suf- 
ficiently so that moisture condensing 
upon it shall not drop upon the operat- 
ing table. 


There are no bath tubs in the build- 


ng. their place being taken, by showej 
aths and slabs, for a bath tub sun 
lies many lurking places for germs, 
specially on the under side. It is al< 
most impossible to always have even 


inside of a batn tub absolutely : 


lean. Patients too ill to stand or sit 
nder -a spray can be laid upon steril- 
zed plates, placed upon racks. Thfl 
ttnndant can then bathe tho patient

In the laundry and kitchen the sama 
anltary care is used, all shelves and 
tationary furniture being placed ou( 
rom the wall. In the kitchen are num- 
eral trays with dishes belonging to 
ach tray, which in only used for the 
atient in the bed bearing the number 
on-esnonding to the one on the tray, 
u this way the patient is sure of hav- 
ng the samo dishes and not those his 
neighbor may have used.

HE two great political parties in this state have decided upon the dates 


of their conventions. That of the Democrats will be held on September 
3 and .that of the Republicans on September 4. 


It is the common custom for the majority party, or the party In 


power, to hold its convention before its opponent, and the present practice is 
no exception to the rule. But the conventions are so near together that it might 
be augured that the strength of the parties was about equal, and that is in 
fact more nearly the case than it has been before for many years. 


Indeed the Republicans appear to have rather the better chance of winning 


the state ticket than have the Democrats; the chances of winning at least 
two .out of three congressmen are good; and there is a forlorn hope of choosing 
a legislature that will select a Republican senator to succeed Senator Teller 
In spite of the Democratic holdovers, the outrageous Democratic gerrymander 
Bnd the magic of the Teller name. 


The meeting of the Republican slate central committee was significant 


bf the improved conditions within the party. The days of bossisrn, ring rule 
and the exclusion of earnest Republicans by the insolent and overbearing creat- 
ures of an arbitrary boss are past and we trust forever. In the Denver meet- 
Ing the fullest and freest discussion was welcomed, and some even who were 
not members of the central committee were given the opportunity to express 
their opinion upon party affairs. 


There was also exhibited the best of feeling among the possible candidates 


and. their friends. All seemed willing to submit their claims to an unbiased de- 
cision of the .people of the slate and their representatives in the state con- 
tention, and there appeared no evidence of a disposition to claim precedence 
on account of .being "on the slate."

THE BANKS' ROLL OF HONOR.

MR. GOUDY'S DECLINATION. 


M 


HE "Roll of honor" of the National banks of the United States Is a 


table prepared by The New York Financier from the statements 
made to the comptroller of the currency, the date chosen being 
September, the statements made then being puolished in a laree 


vulume by the government. To secure a place on the roll of honor a bank 
must show surplus and unci.vided profits equal to or in excess of its capital 
stock—that Is, assuming the capital to be one hundred per cent., the profits 
and surplus must exceed that percentage. In other words, a roll of honor 
bank has on hand, in the form of surplus and profits, an amount larger than 
its capital. A bank's numerical order on the roll is based on the percentage 
of surplus and profits to capital. 


According to the last annual report of the comptroller of the currency, 


there were 4,221 banks in operation, under national charters. Of these only 
493 are entitled to positions on the roll. This means that out of every 100 
banks doing business less than 13 are entitled to mention. 


The First National bank of Colorado Springs stands very close to the 


head of the list, being in fact the eighteenth in order, and was advanced 
to this honorable position. from 46th place, which it occupied in the pre- 
ceding "roll of honor." This-, bank stands first in the state and there are 
ahead of it only two banks In New York, seven in Pennsylvania, two in 
Texas, two in Louisiana, .two in New Jersey, one in Georgia and one in 
Florida. Of these, five in the southern states have a capital of only 160,000 
each. 


The Colorado Springs bank is therefore clearly entitled to first place 


among western banks, so far as rank in point of surplus and undivided 
profits when compared with capital is concerned, and in this important re- 
spect it is not surpassed by any. bank in the great cities of. Chicago, St 
Louis, San Francisco or Cincinnati. 


It is also notable that the second Colorado bank on the "roll of honor," 


Is also located In Colorado Springs, the Exchange National bank of this city, 
which appears for the first time on this list this year. The two other 
Colorado banks mentioned are the National State bank of Boulder and the 
First National of Denver. 


The showing here made is very creditable to the local banks and so 


remarkable as to bo worthy of general attention as an evidence of the 
financial standing of this city and the solidity of its banking institutions. 


R. FRANK GOUDY'S decision not to-permit the 
use of his name as a possible Republican can- 
didate for governor this fall will be regretted 
by a host of friends who, have a very kindly 


appreciation of his former services In behalf of the party 
and a very earnest belief In the prospects of Republican 
success this year.

water per hour swept past Pueblo in the Arkansas river. The amount ttiafc 
passed in 24 hours would have sufficed for the entire supply of the city-of. 

The flood waters, it is believed by competent 
experts, exceed in volume the supply that comes to the plains from the 
melting of the mountain snows. •

HE coronation of King Edward VII. took place yesterday noon in 
Westminster Abbey, according to the imposing ceremonies handed 
down from olden times, and with all the pomp and solemnity that 
could be arranged for it in the capital of the most extensive, and in 


many respects, the-most wealthy empire'Of the world. To the extreme efforts 
bf medieval pageantry had been added the more material features of a 
dominion extending over Canada, India, South Africa, Australia and countless 
isles of tho sea. 


All this glitter and dazzling splendor, all this contrast of civilized and 


savage display, all this mixture of old time ceremony and costume and modern 
wealth and command over the powers and wealth of nature were impressive 
as they were meant to be, and they were certain to arouse a spirit of pride 
and loyalty in the mind of every Briton present, whether he came from the 
banks of the Thames or the shores of the Pacific. 


But there is another side to every picture, and it was the weakness, not 


less than the strength, of the empire that was on exhibition when Edward VII. 
received the crown, in. Westminster. It is inspiring to trace the history of 
one's country back for a thousand years, and impressive to remember the 
Similarity between the acts of 1902 and those when King Alfred the Great was 
!«K>wned king of England. But historical continuity has its disadvantages as 
' iwell as its benefits, and th'e British empire might find it beneficial to rid 
itself of the mass of precedent and inherited tradition and to start fresh and 
free as some of the ypunger nations are doing. 


So too It is Inspiring to reflect that the sun never sets on the flag of 


England, and the presence of rajahs and red Indians and Fijians was a visi- 
ble reminder of the' greatest empire the world has ever known. But even 
greatness has its penalties, and compactness and homogeneity and unity of 
purpose and interest are national advantages not to be overlooked or de- 
Eplsed. There are those in England, possibly some were present in the coro- 
nation hall, who believe that Britain would be greater if she were less in 
extent of territory and in unassimilated population. 


No American need hesitate to take a special interest in the coronation 


and to express his hearty pleasure in the event. As a great national festival 
bf'oneof the world's .greatest powers, the event is one well worthy of interest. 
But Great Britain is one of our best national friends, and circumstances are 
such that our interests in many important particulars lie in the same line 
.•with hers. Whether we become oven better friends depends largely upon 
present and future events, and every intelligent American should feel an in- 
terest Jn British public affairs. 


Our kinship of blood and language, our common interests in many various 


lines, and, friendly relations now continued for many years and we hope never 
to be interrupted may properly lead us to join in the wish that King Edward's 
reign may be in full accordance with the coronation wishes of his loyal sub 
fleets, and may be memorable to all time for good fortune to him and to 
them.

There was 
no hue and cry then of the invasion of 
the United States by England. Mil- 
lions of securities held In England, Ger- 
many and Holland have come back to 
the states during the past six years, 
and millions remain well invested. Eng- 
lishmen, Germans and Dutch made one 
mistake—they should have held on. 
English money, during the past 10 
years has been flowing into South Af- 
rica. The fever of speculation 
has 
created the desire for enormous profits. 
Blinded by tho desire to profit by the 
development In that hew world, London 
bankers have closed their eyes to the 
opportunities for investment in London, 
England and the United States. Eng- 
lish capital was not induced to take up 
South African enterprises for motives 
of patriotism, but for the hope of gain. 
But the wonderful development in the- 
United States within a brief period haa 
once more attracted the attention bf 
the London banker. 


Capital acknowledges no sovereignty 
beyond that of Its owner. The owner 
Investing In governments does so In 
order to secure the greatest amount of 
security for his investment. He'does 
not do so for motives of patriotism. 
Governments are sold daily that the, 
cash may be re-Invested in securities 
paying a higher rate of interest. Bank- 
ers buy governments for their value 
and advantages riot for patriotism. 
Patriotism in money matters occurs 
only at critical times In a nation's his- 
tory: Patriotism has nothing what- 
ever to do with American investments 
in England or English investments Jn 
the United States.
